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OBJECTS  OF  THE  SOCIETY 


The  first  object  of  the  Jenner  Society  is  to  counteract 
the  mischievous  efforts  so  persistently  made  to  discredit  the 
name  and  work  of  Edward  Jenner,  M.D.,  of  Berkeley, 
in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  and  to  briuf?  home  a^ain  to  the 
mind  of  the  nation  on  this,  the  centenary  of  his  great 
discovery,  the  immense  benefit  he  conferred  bj’  it  upon 
mankind. 

In  fnx’therance  of  this  object  the  Society  will  use  its 
best  efforts  to  collect,  diffuse,  and  popularise  knowledge 
in  regard  to  the  history  of  Small  Pox  before  Jenner’s  time, 
and  to  the  evidence  which  has  been  accumulated,  during 
the  last  hundred  years,  of  the  value  of  Vaccination  as  a 
preventive  of  that  disease,  so  much  of  which  is  embedded 
in  publications  which  are  not  available  for  popular  use. 

Whilst  this  will  be  the  first  object  of  the  Societj",  it  is 
felt  that,  in  default  of  any  organisation  of  a similar  character, 
it  may  also  do  useful  work  in  collecting  and  focussing 
public  opinion,  and  in  pi-omotiug  discussion  on  matters  which 
must  before  long,  now  that  the  Vaccination  Commission 
have  presented  their  Report,  come  under  the  consideration 
of  Parliament,  and  that  it  may  thus  help  to  put  Vaccination 
on  a more  satisfactory  basis  than  that  on  which  it  at  present 
rests. 


It  is  hoped  that  the  institution  of  the  Society  will 
thus  demonstrate  to  the  country  at  large  that  the  neglect 
of  Vaccination  for  some  years  past  in  Gloucester  and  other 
parts  of  the  suiTOunding  district,  which  has  led  to  the  recent 
deplorable  outbreak  of  Small  Pox,  is  the  work  of  only  a 
comparatively  small  number  of  ill-informed  and  misguided 
persons,  and  receives  no  sympathy  from  the  intelligence  of 
the  County  generally,  which  is  not  unmindful  of  the  honour 
that  attaches  to  it  as  the  scene  of  Jbnner’S  experiments 
and  discoveries. 

The  Society  has  already  done  useful  work  in  Gloucester- 
shire by  the  circulation  during  the  recent  epidemic  of  various 
publications,  calculated  to  countex’act  the  mischievous  mis- 
representations of  local  anti-vaccinators  with  reference,  not 
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only  to  tli(‘  causes  of  tlie  e))i(leinic,  but  to  the  need  of 
vaccination  as  tln^  “uly  means  for  its  arrest.  Tim  Report  ol 
the  Vaccination  Committee  of  the  Cloncoster  Hoard  of 
(luardians  bears  witness  to  the  value  of  this  work. 


As  a result  of  the  publicity  wliich  the  Sociot}’  has  thus 
accjuired,  it  has  rcceiv(Ml  applications  ii’om  all  ]>arts  of  th<‘ 
Hritish  Isles  for  its  publications,  and  esjx'cially  lor  inlonna- 
tion  as  to  the  teachin<'s  of  th(^  CloucestiM-  epidmnic.  d'hf 
Committee  reco^mise  in  such  applications  an  appreciation  of 
tlu*.  i m j)ortan(!(!  of  tlu*  work  which  the  Society  is  carr_\in^j' 
on,  and  have  gladly  done  their  best  to  cojnply  with  them. 


This  work  has  been  hitherto  done  abnost  entirely  by 
uni)aid  labour,  the  resources  entrusted  to  the  Committee 
by  the  contributions  of  a comi)arati vely  small  number  of 
residents  in  the  County  having  been  ein])loyed  in  ju-inting, 
advertising,  i)ostage,  (listribution,  and  other  necessary  or 
incidental  ex])enses.  Hut  if  the  woi'k  of  the  Society  is  to 
be  carried  on  continuously,  and  especially  if  it  is  to  exteml 
over  ii  wider  urea  thiiii  the  County  of  Gloucester,  incitMsed 
exi)enditure  will  have  to  bo  incurred  in  providing  clerical 
assistance,  otlice  accommodation,  and  for  other  purposes,  to 
meet  which  the  Committee  must  look  for  larger  supi>ort, 
and  especially  from  those  living  outside  the  County,  who 
value  the  discovery  of  .lENNEli,  and  desire  to  honour  his 
name.* 

Should  the  Committee  receive  siich  a general  exiiression 
of  aiiproval  and  support  as  may  justify  them  in  doing 
so  they  will  take  steps  to  give  to  the  Society  the  form 
and  organisation  which  such  an  eidarged  scope  would  de- 
mand, in  the  belief  that  in  no  better  way  can  tho  Jeinie)' 
Gentrnary  be  commemorated  in  this  country,  than  l)> 
the  establishment  of  a permanent  institution  for  educating 
the  imblic  in  the  truth  about  vaccination,  in  order  that  tlie 
dangerons  spread  of  ignorant  prejudice  against  the  elbeaej 
of  .Tenner’s  discovery  may  everywhere  be  refuted  and  lieKi
